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Two bridges open soon 


Three Wilmington railroad 
bridges will re-open earlier than 
had been previously announced, 
according to State Rep. Jim 
Miceli. Two of them should be 
open early next week 

Miceli said he expects the 
Eames Street and Butters Row 
bridges to be open on either 
Monday or Tuesda 
week. The Lake Street bridge, 
he said, may be open by early 
January 

The bridges were damaged on 


November 5 by an oversized 
load on a Boston and Maine 
freight train. The train damaged 
eleven bridges along the New 
Hampshire line of the B&M in 
Billerica, Woburn and 
Wilmington 

The Eames Street and Butters 
Row bridges, both wooden, are 
being repaired by the railroad. 
Because the state is planning to 
replace the Lake Street bridge, 
state D.P.W. officials had first 
decided not to replace it 


However, Miceli said, he was 
able to convinge.them to repair 
the metal structure. The bridge, 
a temporary structure, called a 
“Bailey Bridge” was installed 
about five years ago after 
vandals burned the old wooden 
bridge. 

A hearing was held last month 
by the state on the replacement 
of that bridge. Miceli said he 
was expecting bids to go out 
during the summer. ‘ 


Planning board's conditions 
exclude garage on arena site

Ina letter to Town Engineer 
Robert Higgins dated November 
20, Planning Board Chairman 
Tony Gentile outlined 11 
recommendations his board 
made in order to make the 
Elinor M. Ristuccia Memorial 
Arena acceptable. These 
recommendations include the 
following 

1. Curbs or stall bumpers be 
provided around all paved areas 
and be shown on the final cer- 
tified site plan. 

2. The parking lot shall be 
clearly marked for traffic flow 
and parking space and be shown 
on the final certified site plan. 

3. Five percent of the parking 
Jot area shall be landscaped with 
a minimum of 10 feet width and 
curb and trees and shown on a 
final certified site plan. 

4. Outdoor lighting shall be 
arranged to eliminate glare and 
minimize light spillover to 
neighboring properties and 
shown on a final certified site 
plan.

10, Applicant must obtain 
board of appeals variances for 
insufficient frontage and lot 
width and side yard setback of a 
building from an abutting 
residential district, and get a 
special permit for relief from 
providing the minimum parking 
spaces required for a place of 


assembly 

11. That the proposed service 
building for AMC-Jeep 
Dealership be deleted from the 
site plan since that use is not 
permitted in a general business 
district, and the area be used 
instead for additional arena 
parking and shall be shown on a 
final certified site plan 

Town Engineer Higgins, as of 
last week, had not had a chance 
to go ovr the site plan or the 
accompanying letter, but an 
ticipates this should only take a 
short time. 

Building Inspector Charles 
Lawrenson surmised that if all 
goes according to schedule, with 
no hold ups and all conditions 
quickly met, his mos toptimistic 
date for Ristuccia obtaining a 
building permit would be 
January 2

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Ristuccia won't accept conditions

Terming himself sad and 
disappointed, businessman 
Bernard Ristuccia said he has 
spent $450,000 on land, an ar 
chitect, site plans and design 
and “I still don't have a green 
light” for his proposed ice 
arena. But he voewd to “make it 
work, wherever it is (finally 
located) .” 

In a recent interview 
Ristuccia confirmed _ the 
possibility of moving the Elinor 
M. Ristuccia Memorial Arena to 
another town, He has had other 


offers he is considering, but 
wouldn't elaborate. He did 
emphasize that wherever the 


arena ends up, the people behind 
him from the hockey and figure 
skating groups will “have 
privileges.” 

As far as continuing with his 
plan to locate on Route 38 in 
Wilmington, Ristuccia stressed 
that he wants to “reserve the 
right’ to make his own decision, 
before he is told whether he can 
go ahead or not 

Right now, one of his primary 
concerns seems to be building a 
large rink where it will 
‘produce the most money’ to 
help cancer victims. He is firm 
in his decision to keep the arena 
size as is, namely 62,700 square 
feet with a proposed seating 
capacity of 7,132 seats, because 
otherwise it wouldn't “serve the 
function for which it was created 

(o garner profits for cancer 
research 

In referring to an independent 
program he is setting up with 
Dr. Efjy, head of Oncology in 
Lowell and Lawrence hospitals, 
Ristuccia said “if it kills me, I'm 
going to make this one of the 
most effective programs to fight 
cancer anywhere." 

Dr. Efhy, he said, will ad 
minister all funds for clinical 
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work and cancer research 
keeping the money used for 
actual administration costs to a 
minimum. Dr. Efjy will also use 
part of the funds to start a 
graduate course at Merrimack 
College for nurses specializing 
in Oncology 

Ristuccia seemed especially 
disappointed with the attitude of 
some residents and town of 
ficials. The way people are 
fighting he says, “is a 
disgrace." He could understand 
the fighting if he was trying to 
locate another business in town 
Either people aren't informed 
on what he wants to do or 
someone, he claims, is pulling 
political strings” and trying to 
make him look bad. He feels he 
should be treated the same way 
as anyone else and he’s not 

The most important thing to 
me is the image" and respect 
said Ristuccia. When he tried to 
sit down with one particular 
official to get information for his 
arena plan from the outset, he 
was told to "get a book and read 
it and don't bother me. 

He is worried about the 
public’s attitude if he does build 
the arena in Wilmington, Will 
residents think it's a “nice 
thing” for the town and will they 
realize it's serving a good 
purpose? Or will they suspect 
his motives? 

When asked about the plan 
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ning board's letter with its 11 
conditions necessary to gain 
approval for the site plan sub: 
mitted November 13, Ristuccia 
replied he wouldn't make an 
changes. When pressed for a 
reason, he said “because it's 12 
sie) now and later it will'be 12 
more and 12 more 

hat's the kind of thinking 
here, Ristuecia added, and he 
won't “expose myself to the 
whim of small thinking people."" 

Town officials and board 
members may disagree with his 
view. Several have already 
stated publicly that, like anyone 
else, Ristuccia will have to go 
through certairt procedures and 
meet certain conditions before 
he can receive a building per 
mit. In the interest of public 
safety, traffic control, fairness 
lo abutters, and in the best in 
terest of the town, certain 
procedures have been set up 
which must be followed

111s. style of home which has 
existed in) Massachusetts for 
about 300 years. It is a home of 
practical beauty, standing 
square to the universe.” That 
is lo say it faces south so as to 
collect the maximum possible 
heat trom the sun. 

ILis a Kittredge home, built on 
land that was granted to the first 
John Kittredge of Billerica in 
Wt, Today the address is 1350 
Shuwsheen Street, Tewksbury 

The ‘Town of Billerica was 10 
years-old when John Kittredge 

s granted that property 
north of the Strongwater Brook 
He had been a “servant” of John 
Parker who came from Cam 
bridge. John Kittredge had 
possibly been an “indentured 
servant 

Many of the early servants in 
Massachusetts were called 


indentured servants." They 
were one of least two types of 
people who performed about 
seven years of service to a 
person or family in the colonies 
in return for a trip across the sea 
trom Europe to the New World 
Often times. people desiring to 
come to Colonial America had 


very little money and could not 
atford their fare. So, they would 
seek a sponsor in the colonies 
who would pay their fare and 
would agree to perform ser 
vices, “indenture” themseleves 
lo that person for a specified 
amount of time. 

Others, it is said, were 
prisoners who earned their 
freedom by performing services 
after their arrival in the New 
World. 

The Kittredge name is often 
found in the Billerica and 
Tewksbury records. In this 
instance, one finds that Dr. John 
Kittredge, in 1707 “had his two 
divisions, beyond Strongwater 
Brook and near the Shawshin 

Dr. John was the son of the 
first John, As late as 1733 he is to 
be described as not living in the 
north part of Billerica even 
though he owned land there. Dr

Dr. Kittredge’s eight 
sons all physicians 


About 50 years ago. 
newspapers of the United States 
in their regular Ripley's Believe 
it or Not cartoons, one day 
featured a ‘Tewksbury man 
That man was Dr. Benjamin 
Kittredge who lived in 
Tewksbury Center in the years 
before the American 
Revolution, Ripley featured him 
as the father of eight physicians. 

Ripley could have gone fur 
ther, for Dr. Benjamin Kit 
tredge was the son of Dr. John 
Kittredge of Billerica. And 
many of his sons in turn became 
fathers of physicians. 

The Kittredge family, of 
‘Tewksbury and of Billerica, was 
a large one. About 150 children 
were born to members of that 
family in Tewksbury between 
the years 1734 and 1861. Many 
more were born in Billerica 

Benjamin and his wife, Mrs 
Rebecca Hall, lived in a home 
that was called “The Kittredge 
Homestead” and the “Gray 
House.’ In later years it became 
the property of the Wamesit 
Lodge of Masons. The house was 
torn down about 10 years ago 
and the siteis now occuppied by 
@ gasoline station 


Dr. Benjamin Kittredge, born 
in Tewksbury March 7, 1740, was 
a physician to both Tewksbury 
and Andover. It was in the latter 
town that he died when he was 
36-years-old on July 10. 6. 

It is possible that he was born 
in the house in which he lived. 
His father, the second Dr. John 
Kittredge died in Tewksbury 
when he was 7l-years-old in 
September 1756. 

The first Dr. John Kittredge is 
recorded, in the Billerica 
history, as having land beyond 
Strongwater Brook, and near 
the Shawsheen River in 1707. 
That same land, it seems, was 
also recorded in 1663 to the 
original John Kittredge, who 
had emigrated from England. 

The first John Kittredge had 
many grants of land, some of 
which is difficult to trace. 

The eight physicians 
of Benjamin and Rebet 
Benjamin of Exeter, N.H 
Henry of Tewksbury, John of 
Framingham Jacob of 
Billerica and Ohio; Rufus, of 
Portsmouth, N.H.; George of 
Eping, N.H.; Theodore of Kit- 
tery, Maine (which was at that 
time a part of Massachusetts) 
and Charles of Watertown. 


1 sons 
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John had a brother named 
Daniel, and Daniel is a person of 
special interest in this tale. 

Daniel was the constable of 
Billerica. In 4 he was 
directed to collect the “rate’ 

taxes) for the “salary” of the 
Rev. Mr. Ruggles, who was the 
minister of the Billerica church. 

There were three men with 
that name. The first was 
Lieutenant Daniel, tax collector, 
and later deacon. He and his son 
Daniel Jun. (Jr.) were born in 
what is now Billerica, The third 
son, called Daniel tercio (II]) in 
the records, was born in 
Tewksbury 

Lieutenant Daniel was the 
moderator of Tewksbury’s first 
town meeting on Jan. 14, 1735. It 
is further in the record that a 
town meeting adjourned to his 
house, March 2, 1740, to finish 
the town meeting. Further, one 
finds that Lt. Daniel Kittredge. 
March 2, 1741 was voted 160 
pounds in currency to “finish the 
meeting house” in 1742. 

A good argument can thus be 
made that Lt. Daniel Kittredge 
understood the construction of 
buildings. Did he build the home 
on Shawsheen Street? When was 
it built? Was he living there 
when he was the moderator of 
that first toWn meeting? 

Did he build the house about 
1 when he was first married? 

To that last question, the 
answer is probably no. Daniel 
Jun. was a resident of the south 
part of Billerica in 1733. Of 
course, Daniel Jun. could have 
moved there from his fahter's 
home after he married Ruth 
Shed in 1724. 

Lieutenant Daniel died March 
8, 1742. It is to be presumed that 
he had finished the construction 
of the meeting house by that 
time. 

His son Daniel Jun. lived in 
the house after that, to judge by

another" record, for on Sep- 
tember 23, 1745 the town of 
Tewksbury voted to erect a 
bridge across "Shawshin" river, 
“at the upper end of Dr. Daniel 
Kittredges meadow.” 

That would be the bridge at 
Bridge Street. Of course, it still 
doesn’t absolutely prove that 
there was a house at what is now 
1350 Shawsheen Street, but it is a 
strong indication. 

Cleverly Weitemeyer, who 
lives in the home today, has 
traced its owenrship back to 
Daniel Kittredge. She did so in 
the Cambridge Registry of 
Deeds office. It was not an easy 

task, but the question is - which 
Daniel Kittredge owned it? 

She and her husband, Howard, 
purchased the home about 10 
years ago. It was a two family 
home, had been for years, and is 
so today. They live in the back 
part of the building, 

They found the home to have 
several layers of building 
material inside the original 
construction, Over the years the 
Weitemeyer family has 
removed that material, and 
cleaned the walls to reveal the 
original chestnut beams. Today 
the beams are a thing of beauty 

An examination of the home is 
a joy to people who like the old 
colonial style homes. 

The original home is almost a 
duplicate of the Capt. John 
Harnden home of Wilmington. 
the one which was burned down 
by the state when Route 93 was 
constructed. Possibly the same 
master carpenter cut the 
framework for both houses. The 
frame of the Harnden house wes 
put up in 1706. 

The bricks in the chimney of 
the Kittredge home were locally 
mate, probably at the former 
brick kiln site on the Shawsheen 
River, just below the present 
site of the Knights of Columbus 
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The building itself is a 
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Chestnut .jevinut b 
Beams 


building. Such a chimney used. 
about 6,000 bricks. 

There was no cellar to the 
original building. Later a cellar 
was constructed, and a support 
was put in under that original 
chimney. It is supported on 
heavy timbers, nicely rounded 
at the ends. 

The fireplace bricks were not 
locally made. They were 
probably made in Bristol 
England. Such bricks were used 
as ballast by the ships that 
crossed the Atlantic from 
England in early day

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Keough named to modernization committee

A new modernization com- 
mittee is in the works at Deming 
Way to help utilize funds from 
the recent Chapter 667 grant of 
$138,248 to the best possible 
advantage. 

Speaking at Monday night's 
meeting of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority, Executive 
Director Ken Dorrance said the 
committee will consist of one 
person representing Deming 
Way tenants, one person from 
the housing authority, and one 
person representing the 
executive director, who should 
be financially knowledgeable 
and able to watch money 
carefully 

Mel Keough, a former state 
appointed member of the 
housing authority, was chosen 
by tenants to be their tenant 
representative on the com. 
mittee. Dorrance surmised he 
was chosen because he, as well 
as his wife Betty, has “shown a 
keen interest" in the residents 
both in the present and in the 
past 

The representative for the 
execulive director will be 
chosen by the new director when 
Dorrance leaves his position in 
January, as they will have to 
work closely together in the 
future 

Dorrance explained that 
sometimes tenants are afraid to 
speak up about their concerns 


This committee is being formed 
to “take the onus off them."’ He 
suggested to residents present 
at the meeting that they pass 
any improvement ideas on to the 
modernization committee. Since 
they are the ones living at 
Deming Way, they will be most 
affected by any improvements 
made. 

Dorrance also issued an ap- 
peal to anyone in the community 
with expertise in specialized 
fields, such as the electrical, 
plumbing, or construction fields, 
to give input to the new com- 
mittee in an advisory capacity 
WHA Chairman Kevin McMillan 
agreed to a definite need for 
“community involvement." 

Money from the grant is 
already being used. Chapter 705 
low to moderate income houses 
already in existence’ in 
Wilmington have been brought 
up to standard so that they fit in 
with the rest of the neigh- 
borhood. Forty new stoves and 
40 new refrigerators have been 
purchased and will be delivered 
to Deming Way the week of 
December 9, and a new snow 
plow, tractor, lawn mower, and 
tools have also been purchased. 

Old stoves and refrigerators 
will be sold to anyone who wants 
them for $50 each. A motion was 


made by WHA Vice-Chairman 
Bill Strob and passed 
unanimously, to donate two 


stoves and refrigerators to the 
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Senior Citizens’ Drop-in Center 
Phase II money, consisting of 
$10,000, will be used to paint the 


housing units 
Tenant Association members 
present were vocal about 


possible suggestions for the new 
committee. These ranged from 
installing red flashing lights 
next to the alarm bells for the 
hearing impaired, in case of an 
emergency, to checking out 
electrical plugs on stoves for 
elderly accessibility. 

The Tenant Association meets 
once a month and serves to keep 
up the resident's recreation hall, 
monitor housing authority 
meetings, and perform other 
important functions. Members 
include Joe Medico (president), 


Emma MacMillan (vice 
president), Grace Rosa 
(secretary), Elizabeth 
McLaughlin’ (treasurer), and 
Alida Surrétte (sort of a 
“Godmother” to the group, 


laughs Dorrance) 

Further matters were covered 
by Dorrance in an executive 
director's update. 

He pointed out that the initial 
construction phase of the new 
housing has been held up 
because of an error and ads for 
architectural bids have to be 
resubmitted to the central 
register. Dorrance now an- 
ticipates getting architect's bids 
for the WHA sometime in 
January of February. He op: 
timistically explained that this 
lost time “can be made up.” 

Dorrance also suggested 
phasing out the Section Eight 
(HUD) program. Though it's 
only conjecture, he feels the 
state wants the WHA to drop the 
program and have it revert back 
to the state 

He recommends closing out 
the program because it is en: 
tering fiscal 1985 “‘stone broke,” 
thanks toa $1,400 fine slapped on 
the WHA by the federal 
government. The fine, which is 
being _ investigated 
Congressman Ed Markey 
office and termed “unfair and 
unjustified" by Dorrance, came 
about because of an ad 
ministrative error on the part of 
the previous executive director 

Lastly, Dorrance mentioned 
that he will stay on as long as 
possible before leaving his 
position (because of a move to 
Georgia) as executive director 
January 5. Though resumes for 
a new director close on 
December 12, no resumes have 
been received so far. If any 
come in, they will be reviewed at 
the housing authority's next 
meeting on December 18. 

When asked after the meeting 
what he will miss most 
Dorrance unhesitantly replied, 
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seeing the new housing finished 
He expressed an interest in 
coming back to Wilmington 
when the project was done and 
seeing all the Deming Wa: 

residents, who he termed ‘a 
super bunch of people," again 
Most tenants present agreed the 
feeling is mutual 

Silver-Haired Legislator Bill

Davis Road residents are 
upset with plans to build the 24 
foot wide stone dust emergency 
access road into the site from 
the end of Davis Road. They fear 
the road will someday be opened 
lo provide general access into 
the site and will increase traffic 
on their small residential street 

Planning board members 
have expressed an un 
willingness to move the 
proposed emergency access 
road and tried to assure 
selectmen and residents that the 
emergency access road would 
never be paved, would be fenced 
in and have a locked gate across 
il, The road is needed to provide 
access to the site for emergency 
vehicles in case access to the 
site trom the main roadway off 
Main Street can not be gained 
during an emergency 

The developer has been denied 
building permits for the com- 
plex until the wetlands crossing 
has been resolved. The proposed 
emergency access road is the 
only part of the site which will 
require work in a wetland, the 
developer says. The planning 
board has issued a special 
permit for the site and that 
permit calls for the emergency 
access roadway from Davis 
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Road be built. The conservation 
commission also stipulated the 
road be built from Davis Road 
when they approved the plans. 

Selectmen propose an 
emergency access road into the 
site off Main Street, a short 
distance from the main access 
road. If selectmen refuse the 
wetland permit, the planning 
board may have to amend the 
special permit to place the road 
elsewhere on the-site. 

Despite a request Tuesday 
from Selectman Chairman Paul 
Sullivan to delay the hearing so 
concerns over a_ potential 
conflict of interest in the e 
could be answered (see separate 
story), the board went ahead 
with the hearing. 

Attorney Reginald Marden, 
representing the developer, told 
the board that a 36 inch culvert 
into which the Heath Brook 
would flow would be put under 
the proposed roadway. The 
work, he said, has been ap- 
proved by the conservation 
commission, the planning board 
and the public works depart 
ment 

Saying the roadway was a 
“minor issue in the overall 
project” and that steps would be 
taken to protect the Heath Brook 
and area residents from seeing 
any increase in the amount of 
water stored on the land, 
Marden asked the board to 
approve the request 

Planner Robert Fowler said 
that if residents were concerned 
the road would someday be 
paved and opened for general 
use, the road could be deeded 
over to the conservation com 
mission which would prevent it 
from ever being paved. 

However, residents of the area 
questioned the placement of the 
road near Davis Road and also 
questioned whether the single 
culvert would be able to handle 
three streams they claim run in 
the area 

‘The engineer for this section 
of the project, Robert Daley 
from Merrimack Engineering 
Services, said he was not aware 
that three streams ran in the 
area. However, he tried to 
assure residents that the entire 
amount of water flowing in the 
area was taken into con 
sideration when the roadway 
was designed 

Daley, however, spent most of 
the night hearing charges that 
he was unable to answer 
residents’ questions. Residents 
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claimed he was vague in his 
answers to them and charged 
the culvert would not work. 
Selectmen. also questioned 
Daley and charged that he left of 
lot of the resident's questions go 
unanswered or had to have 
someone else answer them for 
him. 

A new resident to the Davis 
Road area asked if other sites 
for the emergency access road 
had been considered." He also 
said that nearby Rocky Avenue 
would be a better place to tig the 
emergency road into because 
only five homes along that street 
would be affected if the road 
were opened for general use 
while 15 homes would be af 
fected on Davis Road 

He also said that because 12 
condo units would face an 
emergency road to Rockey 
Avenue, members of the condo 
assoc., which would govern the 
site once developed, would be 
reluctant to open it for general 
use because cars would travel 
past their homes. It would be 
easier for the condo assoc. to 
vote to open the access road to 
Davis Road, he said, because no 
units would be facing it 

Planner George Donovan said 
an emergency road to Rockey 
Avenue would entail too much 
filling in of wetlands. 

Lawrence Debay, resident of 
Davis Road and an engineer, 
also questioned if the culvert’s 
size would be enough to handle 
the flow of water. If it is not, he 
said, the water flow will be 
blocked by the roadway and 
cause a flooding probelm. “I 
don’t believe what is on these 
plans is enough to protect the 
neighbors,” he said. 

But, Marden said the plans 
have been worked on for three 
years and have been approved 
by various town boar 

Acting Public Works Supt. Bill 
Burris said if three streams do 
run on the site, a swale can be 
placed along the side of the road 
to channel water from those 
streams into the culvert 

The planners explained that 
the fire department would have 
the only key for a locked gate 
that would be surrounded by a 
chain link fence to prevent cars 
from using the road. The road 
would also be embanked so that 
cars would not be able to go 
around the fence without great 
difficulty 

Although the fire department 
would have a key, Tammy 
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Russo-Ferrarini of Davis Road 
questioned whether a truck on 
its way to a fire would stop and 
open the gate. 

She suggested they wounldn't, 
and would instead run the gate 
down leaving the road open for 
other vehicles. In that case, she 
argued emotionally, the gate 
would not be put back up 
quickly. She also asked why 
would the developer fights 
hard for a road if he didn’t want 
to open it up to general use. 

Selectman Bill Hallisey 
agreed it may take a long time 
to replace the gate and noted the 
trouble the town has had in 
replacing locked gates on access 
roads to the town’s well fields 

A lock ona gate is not enough, 
he said 

Marden said the developer has 
no choice, but to build the road 
because of the planning board’s 
order to do so on the special 
permit. “It does make sense to 
have an emergency access and 
that's all we want is an 
emergency access,"" said 
Marden, He also agreed to deed 
the road over the con 
servation commision. 

“We're not about to change 
these plans,"” Marden said. He 
added they were worked on for 
three years and that a “bold 
unsubstantiated” claim of other 


streams does not mean all the 
water that flows into the area 
was not taken into con 


sideration 

Fowler, a fire lieutenant, said 
he oppossed creating another 
access into the site from Main 
Street by saying it would not 
give total protection to the s 
The other proposed access 
would only go halfway into the 
development and stop, he said, 
leaving emergency vehicles 
with no way to get to the rear of 
the site should the front part of 
the road get blocked off for any 
reason. 

Planners also noted that all 
other condo projects in town 
have an emergency access road. 
Either the access road to the site 
is looped, provides two en- 
trances from a main street, or 
has an unpaved emergency 
access road leading into the rear 
of the property 

Noting that the planners will 
not change their mind about the 
road and citing that even with 
three years of work on the 
drainage plans there is still 
questions about the amount of 
water in the area, Selectman 
Tom Girard motioned the 
permit be denied. That motion 
tailed, however, on a 4-1 vote 
with only Girard in favor 

The motion to continue the 
wetlands hearing until 
December 18 passed on a 3-2 
vote with Girard and Suljvan 
voting no.

Sullivan disp

Tewksbury Selectman 
Chairman Paul Sullivan 
disputed Tuesday claims that he 
may be in a conflict of interest 
by siting on a wetlands hearing 
case for a condominium 
development being built off 
Main Street across the street 
from where the Carter Green 
condomimium project is being 
built. Paul's father, Kevin, is 
attorney for the Carter Green 
project's development team, 
FIC Assoc 

Attorney for the Villa Roma 
project, Reginald Marden, sent 
a letter to Sullivan recently 
pointing out that if the issue over 
a required wetlands special 
permit is taken to a higher 
authority, he may bring up the 
point that Sullivan is in a 
possible conflict of interest by 
hearing and voting on the case. 
he concern, Sullivan said, 
could be answered on a lower 
level by delaying the hearing to 
allow time to investigate 
whether Sullivan would be in 
conflict of interest by hearing 
the case. “I certainly don’t want 
to appear that I'm in conflict,” 
Sullivan said before charging 
Marden only raises the point 
because he did not get what was 
in his best interest, a special 
permit to cross a wetland in 
ordér ‘to build an emergency 
access road from the rear of the 
Villa Roma site that would hook 
into the end of Davis Road. 

Residents of the Davis Road 
area expressed concerns over 
the construction of the road and 
told selectmen when the case 
first went before the board on 
November 20 that they feared an 
emergency access road would

Marden would not specify 
what the possible conflict was, 
but when asked by Sullivan 
whether it was because his 
father was invovled in another 
project being built across the 
street from Villa Roma, he said 
possibily. However, Marden 
denied he concerned 
because Sullivan and his family 
was moving into a house on 
Foster Road which Davis Road 
empties onto. Sullivan 
speculated Marden may have 
been concerned Sullivan would 
be in conflict for acting on the 
measure because any opening of 
the road could possibily affect 
traffic flow past his new home. 

“Your here to intimidate” a 
board member, he chagred to 
Marden before asking board 
members to delay hearing the 
wetland case until a review of 
whether Sullivan would be in 
conflict has been resolved. 

But, Marden repeatedly said 
his letter was not an attempt to 
have Sullivan removed from the 
hearing. He said he merely 
pointed out the possible conflict 
so that it would not come as a 
surprise if the matter were 
taken to a higher authority. He 
also said he was not seeking a 
delay in the hearing. 

“He (Sullivan) knows better 
than anyone else whether he's in 


conflict. of interest,"’ said 
Marden. 
But, Sullivan charged the 


letter was *‘a last minute tactic 
to get me off the case for some 
reason." 
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Students address ‘Chemical People’

Wilmington High School is 

“not a 24 hour drugstore,” ac- 
cording to SADD (Students 
Against Driving Drunk) 
member Ed Cuoco. 

Ata Chemical People meeting 
marked by a first anniversary 
celebration, some heated 
discussion, a lot of give and 
lake, special awards, and a 
surprise visit from the Yankee 
Doodle Cloggers, nine student 
representatives from SADD and 
the WHS Student Council formed 
a panel which addressed the 
issue of substance abuse at the 
school level. 

Panel members Lynette 
Caesar, Steve Collins, Sean 
Gonners, Ed Cuoco, Jay Me- 
Fayden (spokesman), Mike 
Pitaro, Denise Quinn; Dawna 
Sugarman, and Jennifer St. 
Onge spoke before a mixed 
audience of parents, students, 
town officials, and invited 
guests on Tuesday, December 4 
at the Regional Health Center. 
After much discussion, the 
meeting brought out several 
important points. 

Students seemed to agree with 
Conner's assessment that media 
attention has blown the whole 
drug and alcohol problem * out 
of proportion.” Though drinking 
is common, Conners said, many 
of the drugs mentioned * do not 
exist” at the high school. And 
panel members seemed to feel 
this “ media hype” is giving 
Wilmington High a_ bad 
reputation which could affect 
their college applications. 

One student mentioned that he 
had applied to Harvard and the 
interviewer questivucd*him 
about Wilmington's reputed 
drug problem, He had to 
“straighten out false ideas’’ for 
about 20 minutes. 

Quinn felt that ‘we're getting 
a bad rap.” She stressed thal 
Wilmington High has the same 
drug and alcohol problem as 
anywhere else, but om a 
“smaller scale." 

And Collins said people in 
other towns think “we're a big 
drug high school” when the 
truth is there really isn't a 
“whole lot of drugs in our high 
school." 

Blaming most of the poor 
press coverage in the beginning 
of the school year on The Boston 
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Selectmen's meetings into the 
home of cable television viewers 
on Channel 42.

Globe, Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart said it did a disservice, 
‘not only to our town and 
students, but to ‘* every young 
person in the Commonwealth.” 

He exhorted students at 
college interviews to stand up 
and tell people the truth. They 
should be proud to give credit to 
a school system which is trying 
to face its problems. 

School Committee member 
Bob Peterson, who chaired the 
Drug Policy Task Force, agreed 
that some harm may have been 
done through too much media 
attention. He expressed 
disappointment that no major 
media person ever asked him 
directly why the high school 
decided to develop a drug 
policy; they just seemed to want 
to sell newspapers. 

He pointed out that with Gov. 
Dukakis’ expected press release 
Wednesday night, State monies 
will be “poured” into a cam- 
paign against drugs. Other 
communities will then finally 
catch up with Wilmington. And 
students can be proud they 
belong to a school which was a 
forerunner with a school drug 
policy 

Another point panel members 
felt strongly about was that high 
school athletes have been “ hit 
hardest” by the new drug policy. 

Both Caesar and Pitaro 
stressed this fact, adding that if 
athletes drink or do drugs, they 
aren't allowed to participate in 
their sport. Those students not 
involved in athletics or even in 
extra curricular activities, 
agreed McFadyen, don't have 
quite the same deterent. 

Several panel members 
thought the Chemical People 
group was focusing too much 
attention on the youth problem 
and not enough on adult in- 


volvement with drugs and 
alcohol, 

McFayden said that young 
people today reflect their 


parents and imitate whatever 


they do. In alot of ways, parents 
need educating too. 

Drinking, agreed Quinn, is a 
national problem for both teens 
and adults and should be ad- 
dressed on both levels. 


Jim Palman, chairman of the ‘ 


Chemical People Speaker's 
Bureau, pointed out that one 
reason his group is so concerned

Sugarman said SADD is “a 
very concerned group” and 
many of the members are good 
students active in school ac- 
tivities. They seek to project 
pride in their school to the 
community, she said, and hope 
to work together as a team with 
the Chemical People because 
they have the same goal. 

One interesting viewpoint 
revealed by the panel was the 


thinking that alcohol isn’t 
considered a drug among young 
people. 

Chemical People —co- 
coordinator Anne Linehan 
emphatically stressed that 
alcohol is a drug and the 
“number one drug problem 
today.”” 


Chief Stewart agreed, pointing 
out the danger in even drinking 
beer. 

Drinking eight beers in two 
hours, he said, is the same as 
downing eight shots of 80 proof 
whiskey. And since the body 
only gets rid of alcohol at a rate 
of .015 percent per hour, it would 
take six to eight hours for the 
effects of two hours of drinking 
to wear off. + 

How do panel members hope 
to deal with substance abuse 
problems at the high school in 
the future? 

Cuoco was adament that the 
answer to most problems is not 
found in drugs. He suggested 
giving students something to do 
to keep them busy, like ac- 
tivities. Students, he feels, 
should “get high off each other 
or God." 

Sugarman and Pitaro pointed 
out that peer pressure provides 
the impetus in getting young 
people to try drugs. Sugarman 
said that, starting in January, 
her group will take the SADD 
program to the intermediate 


schools. Junior high students, 
she said, are most influenced by 
peer pressure and can be 
reached because their minds are 
“open.”” 
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SADD members also hope to 
speak to PAC groups, starting 
with the Shawsheen School PAC 
next week, to mgke them aware 
of SADD and what it stands for. 

In an interview after the 
meeting, Steve Collins admitted 
to having some of his thinking 
changed through this in- 
formative program 

In other business, Rep. Jim 
Miceli presented three official 
citations from the State House of 
Representatives. 

Recipients of these awards 
were Bob Peterson, for his help 
in establishing a high school 


drug policy; Chief Stewart, for 
his cooperation with the 
Chemical People; and the

The new lunch system 


by Ginny Grice 

Recently, a private poll was conducted 
by this paper to gather views and opinions 
of students and faculty, regarding the new 
lunch system introduced by the new prin- 
cipal, Mr. Paul Fleming 

‘This system involved breaking up three 
periods (5, 6, 7) which were used for lunch 
in the past, into halves, thus creating six 
periods in which the student body may eat 
For example. in period five, freshmen and 
sophomores go down to the cafeteria to 
eat. Midway through, a bell rings in the 
cafeteria and the students file down to the 
auditorium. Students who were in the 
auditorium for the first half of the period 
now go down to the cafeteria. This same 
procedure is used for periods six and 
seven, alike 

Approximately 30 people were asked the 
questions, "Do you like the new lunch 
system?,”” and "How do you think it could 
be changed?” Of those 30 people, about 65 
percent do not like the new lunch system. 
About 20 percent of those interviewed did 
like the system. and about 15 percent were 
undecided 

When asked, “How do you think it could 
be changed,” many interesting ideas were 
presented. Many said that the lunch 
periods should not have been changed, but 
should have remained the way they were 
last year. Many students were upset about 
the denial of the right to go outside after 
they have eaten, that study 
teachers should be 

of the faculty interview 

hat the students involved in this 


program should have an alternate place to 
go. and those who do not wish to work 
should be able to move around and be 
more free - a very popular suggestion was 
the gym. Many more felt that the study 
periods should not even be in the 
auditorium, but be moved into the 
classrooms. 

I spoke with the principal and presented 
the opinions gathered in this poll. He was 
asked if he was satisfied with the way the 
lunch system is working, and he replied 
that he was delighted with the lunch room 
system, but that the study system had not 
worked to his satisfaction. Some ideas to 
make studies more interesting that he has 
been considering were the introduction of 
films to show in the auditorium, he may 
start an “activity period," and may bring 
in speakers, representing different things. 
to entertain the students and to give them 
ideas for their futures 
All in all, he says, the general effects 
wanted have been achieved. This is more 
humane, ordered, decent lunch period. It 
is less crowded, quieter. and more of a 
relaxation period than the frantic, mess 
last year 

Mr. Fleming has said that this is 
perimental period. He can't change 
year, but next year it may be total 
ferent, or may remain the same. He is 
getting the feel of the school, and wants 
find out what works best for the stud

The room was carefully 
designed to be child-size and 
appealing to children, Corinne 
said, and, with a few, com- 
fortable contemporary chairs 
for the parents as well, it clearly 
achieves its aim. 

The furnishings, donated in 
memory of John Gordan 
Brennan and Sarah Louise 
Brennan of Reading, were 
chosen with special care — and 
the choice reflects a strong love 
for children and the desire to 
open new worlds of imagination 
and creativity to the young. 

‘The child-high shelves of pic 
ture-books run along the entire 
length of the north wall — and 
are flanked on the left by a 
pretty fancy, high-flying, yel 

slow-bonneted lady (Mother 
3oose) with a youthful face 
which belies her gray hair. On 
the right, a panda the size of a 
hefty child stands (or sits) ready 
to give you a harmless bear hug 
with his wide arms and authen 
tic-looking brown-padded feet 

There is a carved wooden 
rocking chair which somehow 
manages to look child size, but 
holds a 165-pound adult 

There's a brown wooden 
rocking-horse, with a tangle of 
pink and white hemp for a tail 
You can rock it by pulling the 
tail or pedalling one of the 
rockers or, of course, by riding it 

but for that you really ought 
to be a child. Last Saturday, the 
child on the horse was n 
Kouki, the 18-month-old 
daughter of Marwan and Nancy 
(Lobdell) Koki of Reading 
Karawan was riding the horse to 
keep in trim, just before time to 
go for her swimming lesson at 
the YMCA 

On school days, the mothers 
bring the pre-schoolers into the 
Picture-Book Room in the 
morning, for play and story 
hour, Corinne Fisher said, and 
the older children come in the 
afternoon.

the escalating cost of college in 


the public and private sectors, for 
students beginning four years of 
college now, in 1984, and 18 years 
later, in 2002. The cost is based on 
the average rate of increase in 
tuition and related fees over the 


spend last 20 years. 


“Although the national pool of 
dollars available for loans is 
growing, the burden of repaying 
possibly tens of thousands of 
dollars — with interest — can be 
overwhelming for a young college 
graduate,” claims Allan Ostar, 
President of American 
Association of State Colleges and 
Universities. 

Parents who take advantage of 
tax sheltered saving options, 
early om will find themselves 
with a more solid financial base 
from which to fund college costs, 
Mr. Bernard believes. 

“Traditionally, it's been very 
wealthy families who've used 
special tax provisions to their 
advantage,” he explained. ‘But 
with a little planning, middle- 
income families can benefit from 
these same provisions.”” 

Under current tax law, there 
are a variety of investment op- 
tions and structures that can 
increase savings. 

“Basically, these techniques 
involve investing money in the 
child’s name, rather than the 
parent's. This strategy take full 
advantage of the child’s lower 
income tax bracket,” said Mr. 
Bernard. “Children pay no tax on 
the first $1,000 of investment 
income and thereafter only 
minimum taxes. 

“For example, by saving $83.33 
a month, or $1,000 a year, for 17 
years, the total will be much more 
than $17,000 because of com. 
pounding interest. This level of 
‘savings isn’t at all impossible for 
most middle-income families. 

“Invested in the parent’s name 
at eight percent, assuming a 40 
percent income tax bracket, the 
total amounts to $28,936,"" Mr. 
Bernard said. ‘Whereas, if the 
same investment is made in the 
child's name, taxed at the child's 
income tax level, the investment 
can grow to at least $39,245. 

“Giving appreciated assets — 
stock or real estate — for in- 
stance, increases the benefits to 
the child’s college fund, since the 
capital gains realized later on the 
sale of the ‘assets would also be 
taxed at the child’s lower level." 

In “Early Planning for College 
Costs,"’ financial planning 
techniques are discussed in terms 
of their short and long term 
planning horizons. The guide 
reviews the advantages and 
contraints of the various 
methods, explains how they work, 
and summarizes them in a 
comparative chart.

The $11 million plant, tne 
world’s most advanced and the 
firs ver on the east coast, has 
a daily grinding capacity of 360 
tons to produce some of the

The mill also brings together 
the talents of two families — one 
Italian, the other Italian

He added, “1 wish we could all 
lay a hand on someone and 
perform magic, but that just 
doesn’t happen.” 

Dr. Webster continued his talk 
by showing a wide variety of 
before-and-after slides of both 
plastic surgery that 
reconstructive and cosmetic. He 
said that some people are more 
squeamish than others about 
these slides, so if some of them 
were hard to look at, they should 
just close their eyes. 

His first example was of a boy 
who had received a tremendous 
jolt of electricity through his 
head, which completely burned 
off the top of his head, exposing 
the brain. The top os his head 
was reconstructed in stages, by 
grafting skin and fat from other 
parts of his body. Later, a 
silicone balloon was 
under the boy's s 
gradually enlarged the skin area 
about four times. This skin 
expansion technique stretched 
the hair-bearing tissue so that it 
would completely cover the 
boy’s head when the balloon was 
removed 

This skin expansion surgery is 
also used on certain mastec: 
tomy patients for reconstructing 
the breast

She then went to a 
surgeon in Tacoma, 
Washington, who operated on 
her a total of eight times 
Finally, practically devoid of 
hope, she came to Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital to undo the 
damage that had been done. The 
before-and-after slides of her 
nose revealed a remarkable 
improvement in the woman's 
appearance 

Dr. Webster then strongly 
urged all those who are pon- 
dering cosmetic surgery to 
check with their own physicians 
to makeagure of the plastic 
surgeon's Jpuatitications and 
experience” He suggested that a 
patient in doubt can always get a 
second opinion. “ 
FAT SUCTIONING 

Fat suctioning is done by 
making a little incision in the 
fatty area and then sucking the 
fat out, ding to Dr. Web- 
ster, He described those who've 
had this type of operation and 
then mentioned those who've 
lost a lot of weight by dieting as 
having very loose skin that 
needs to be lifted or tucked to get 
rid of the excess. 

Dr. Webster noted that most

cosmetic surgery patients can 
resume their normal activities 
within eight to ten days after 
surgery. 

He also pointed out the dif- 
ferences between collagen and 
silicone, saying that collagen 
disappears quickly while 
silicones are much more per- 
manent. 

SELF IMAGE 

Dr. Webster talked briefly 
about the “psychological im- 
portance of plastic surgery. "We 
all react to persons’ looks in 
similar ways,” he began. “For 
instance, if you see a person 
with a small chin, you almost 
automatically think of him 
having a weak character. It's 
difficult for that person to 
command respect because of his 
looks. This is why cosmetic 
surgery is so psychologically 
important to a person's seif 
image. By changing his ap- 
pearance, his life will be of a 
relatively-better quality."” 

Many people ask Dr. Webster 
how long the beneficial effects of 
a facelift will last. Dr. Webster 
usually responds by saying, 
“Because of aging and the skin's 
natural tendency to loosen with 
time, the facelift starts to fall 
apart the day we do it.” “But,” 
he continued, “‘the patient’s face 
will permanently, or for many 
years, look snugger than if it 
hadn't been done at all.” 

Dr. Webster has worked at 
seventy-four hospitals in his 
near forty years of practice, and 
bas chosen to work at this
